it will be recalled th'qt the Mon- 
day Holiday Act, sponsored, by 
this Member or Congress, desig- 
nated four Monday holidays in ad- 
dition to Labor Day - < the first 
Monday in September). Begin- 
ning in 1971, Federal offices and 
employees will observe Washing- 
ton's Birthday on the third 
Monday in February, Memorial 
Day 'on the last Monday in May, 
Columbus Day on the second 
Monday in October, and 'Veter- 
ans' Day on the fourth Monday in 
October. The effective date of 
the Act was postponed until 1971 
to enable .the States lo enact 
enact complementary legislation 
as well as to permit calendar 
manufacturers, school boards, 
businesses and others to prepare 
for the new Monday holiday of- 
servance. 

Of the AC, states which hove held 
legislative sessions this year, 37 
have enacted laws substantially 
identical with the Federal Mon- 
day Holiday Act. Two other 
states, California and Alabama, 
arc expected to enact laws later 
this year. Four stales have held 
no legislative sessions, since the 
passage of the Federal law, which 
leaves a mere seven slates which, 
for one reason or another, have 
failed, so far. to a'et. favorably 
on this subject. 

It is expected that all 50 slates 
will take positive action to en- 
dorse the Monday Holiday Act so 
that citizens throughout the tui- 
tion may enjoy five long week- 
ends during '1971, and in subse- 
quent years.

'dryer to signal a turn or lane 
change, states the Lake County 
Safety Commission. 

Of course, it's more than irri- 
tating. Failure to singal a lung 
or - lane change is a frequent 
accident-causer and near acci- 
dent-causer, too. ■ 

A good defensive driver can and 
docs avoid tills kind of hazard by 
anticipating such movements. ' . 
On multi-lane roads expect 
a lane change from any vehicle 
at any time without a signal. Tf 
a vehicle slows as you near a 
turnoff on any kind of rood, be 
prepared for an unsignaled (urn. 

The key to avoiding such traps 
is maintaining a safe following 
distance so you'll be able to brake 
safely no matter what happens 
ahead of you. 

Never change lanes without 
first indicating your intentions 
by thc turn signal. Illinois law 
requires that a turn signal must 1 
be given before changing limes.

Their prime concern is to learn 
more about the widespread use of 
narcotics among students; what 
lies ahead for boys and girls who 
start smoking as .young as 10; : 
why 1 out of 15 'teens is a poten- 
tial alcoholic; and why so many 
teens arc mentally ill, resulting ' 
In thc high incidence of suicide 

among them, ._ 

• The national 4-H Health pro- 
gram was set up years ago by 
the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice so that children would be- 
come aware of the importance of 
sound physical and mental health 
for themselves. 

Establishing 'c very-day habits 
of good health is No. 1 on their 
list. Personal- projects cover 
many aspects including safely, 
sanitation, poisons, and other haz- 
ards common to home and com- 
munity. 

At (he cud of thc 4-H Club year, 
health projects arc summarized 
by (he members, and evaluated 
by local 4-H leaders and exten- 
sion Service personnel. The 
most outstanding individual proj- 
ects arc then considered for vari- 
ous awards provided by the health 
program sponsor, Eli Lilly and 
Company of Indianapolis, Ind, 

Awards for each state arc the 
same. Thc 4-H'cr who completes 
the most noteworthy project will 
be a delegate to thc National 4-H 
Congress held in Chicago, all ex- 
penses paid. Honor medals go 
to thc four highest ranking mem- 
bers in thc county. State and 
County certificates of merit also 
will he awarded to Ihc clubs re- 
porting exceptionally fine health 
programs. 

Seven national winners will be 
selected from among the iflfio 
stale champions, and each will 
receive a $600 scholarship. Al 
the conclusion of the 4-H con- 
gress, these seven young men 
and women will leave Chicago 
for a day's tour of thc Eli Lilly 
plant before returning to their

He said, "Our toughest job is 
to get cooperation from people to 
keep their pets from running 
loose. ,- If we could sell them- on 
that, we wouldn't novo half the 
bite cases we do." -
